fique, committed moſt fowle outrages , murders , ſpoples and Depzedations within the Streits, 
and Mediterranean Deas, as Well within the Pozts as without, to the great offence of all our 
friends, to the extreame loſſe and hurt of our Merchants trading thoſe parts, both in their per⸗ 
{ons and goods, and to the great diſpleaſure of God and wen; Wee ok our Pꝛintelp care foꝛ the 
adminiſtration of Juſtice (the maine pillar of our Eſtate )doe with no leſſe 3eale, aſwell fo2 the 
ſati:faction of foꝛreine Pztnces,as fo: the example of others in like caſes offending, intend to pꝛo⸗ 
lecute them, and all their Abetto2s, Complices and Accellaries with the greateſt ſeueritie of our 
Lawes in that caſe pzomded: 

And therefoze we will and ſtratahtly command all and euery our Officers and louing Sub⸗ 
letts, that immediatly after the ſight ofthis pzelent Pzoclamation, they and euerp ot them doe 
make diligent ſearch and enquirte in all places as well exempt as not exempt, fo: the ſapd per- 
ſons, and all and euery of them, and them, oz any of them ſofound, to appzehend andcommit 
to the next Gaole, there tobe deteined vntill our high Adnurall. oz his Lieutenant the Judge of 
the high Court of the Admiraltie, vpon notite giuen vnto either of them of the perſons ſo tom⸗ 


mitted, ſhall take oꝛder in that behalfe, | | | 
And m02couer our Pleaſure is, That noperſon 02 perſons Wwhatloener, ſhall wittingly oz 


wilfally reteiue, tonteale, harbour, entertaine oꝛ lodge the ſaydPyzates and Murtherers, oꝛ any 
of them, oꝛ any of their ſaid Complices oꝛ Allociates into their houſe oz houſes, after the light 
oꝛ knowledge of this Pzoclamation (knowing them by pꝛegnant tirtumſtantes, credible infoz- 
mations oꝛ otherwiſe to be the perſons befoze named) vpon paine to euery ſuch perſon and per- 
ſons ſo recetuing, concealing, harbouring, entertaining oꝛ lodging any of the ſayd Pirates and 
Murtherers, oꝛ any of their Complices, of death and fozfeiture of all their Lands, goods and 


chattels, actoꝛding to the Lawes and Statutes in that caſe pꝛouided.
